Dear Freddie: 

Well, Kid, how is tho world treat- 
ing you ? I supposo you have had a 
whale of u time this summer. Did you 
stay with West all summer? I sup- 
pose you will bo serving Unele Sum 
pretty soon. I wish you were with us. 
How do you fit now with the new draft 
lnwt Don't wait to be drafted what- 
ever you do. How aro all my old friends 
down there? The only letter I have 
received so far is one from Emmn. It 
took just four weeks to reneh me. They 
ought to have received some of our mail 
nt home by now so you probnbly know 
we arc still nlive and kicking. We sure 
hnve had some experience getting to 
where we. now are. Talk about riding 
from North Scituate somewhere, the 
night before the Fourth, without any 
tire on the renr wheel. Why, I could 
sleep like n log through a trip like 
thnt now. I hnve got used to sleep- 
ing on the floor, or worse yet, filling 
a bag full of twigs and waking up with 
one of them sticking in your back. 

On the cattle car, which was the 
worse thing we had thrown at us, some 
of the fellows slept sitting up and the 
rest stood in corner. There were only 
thirty-six of us in a ear and we had 
some party. Ill never forget that ride 
ns long as I live. Tbe cars all had 
Hat wheels nnd, believe me, they must 
have been almost square. The place we 
are in now is a small French village 
in the district of Angero. The men are 
billeted in farm houses, churches, 
stables, etc., nnd tbe 'officers have 
rooms in the houses of the families. The 
mnjor has two rooms and I am using 
one of them. I ain living in class, be- 
lieve me. There is plenty of wine here, 
at only thirty cents a quart, and can 
iw pot most anywhere. I almost for- 
got to tell you that in one of the 
camps we had a bad attack of cooties. 
It took us about a week to get rid of 
them, nnd, of course, it was up to the 
medical corps to do the dirty work. 

I hope you can read this; I am 
writing it in bed. Remember ine to 
everybody. Write and tell us all the 
news. How are Elisha and Dick get- 
ting along? I am going to write them 
soon, but I suppose Elishn has moved 
by now. How are Grandpa and Grand- 
ma ? I have written a couple' of letters 
to them. 

Remember me to Dan and Byl. Tell 
them "this is a fine business. I may 
write him a few lines this afternoon. 
Hy the way, how is "Babe"? Give her 
my love. Well, be good; drop a line 
ottaspnally.

Miss Taylor was formerly of Salis- 
bury, N. Y., and for many yenrs a 
teacher in Newbnrgh, N. «Y. 



AMERICAN PACKERS 

Ameriean packers nre doing far more 
than merely furnishing meat foods to 
the soldiers and sailors of the L^nited 
States and her allies, according to C. 
S. Churchill, Advisory Superintendent 
for Swift? & Company, who addressed 
the Ameriean Meat Packers' convention 
Monday. 

"The general public realizes little of 
the work that the packer is doing to 
win the war," said Mr. Churchill. "We 
are furnishing a great deal of material 
for the manufacture of munitions, in- 
cluding glycerine, potash, and sulphuric 
acid. Our sheep skins nre used to 
manufacture cold-proof coats. 

"Every pound of wool that wc bave 
is taken by the Government as fast as 
we produce it, and the price is fixed 
by the Government 

"There isn't a pound of stock food 
manufactured today that is not being 
used to help win tbe war, because it 
goes to put weight on live stock that 
is badly needed by our soldiers and 
sailors. 

"The tons of fertilizer which we man- 
ufacture aid in growing more crops that 
will be used later to feed more soldiers 
to fight the Hun. Glue has its uses. 
Sonp certainly is a big item. Albumen 
is another highly important product ; it 
is now used in the construction of 
aeroplnnes. 

"Thero are also ninny other products, 
too numerous to mention, not ono of 



giving credit where credit is due, and 
I want to say that our labor has per- 
formed cheerfully the giant tasks "set 
for us by the Food Administration. No 
order has been too big, no job too over- 
whelming for them. 

"Recognition of this willingness to 
serve has resulted in nn increase for 
mnle labor totaling more than 100 per 
cent since February, 1916. In the rase 
of our female help, the increase has 
been even greater, this help now receiv- 
ing 155 per cent more than in 1910." 

To take care of the war business, Mr. 
Churebill said that all the packers in 
the country had been forced to build 
new freezers and buildings of every 
description at a cost two to three times 
greater thnn pre-war cost. 

He paid tribute to the government 
inspectors of the Bureau of Animnl In- 
dustry and of the army wbo select the 
meat, and said: 

"In nddition to the snfeguard that 
this is to the soldier and sailor, it is 
n safeguard to us. It safeguards us 
from attack from those wbo for their 
own personal aggrandizement or for 
other reasons may seek to criticise un- 
justly one of the few industries that in 
the early days of the wnr, and up to 
the present timCj has continued to sup- 
ply our Government with what it 
wanted, as it wanted it, when it was 
needed, without quibble as to price. 

"That is a record of which we should 
be proud, gentlemen. It demonstrates 
thnt we are doing — not our bit, but our 
full shnre toward winning this war, do- 
t cheerfully, willingly and because 
nre in thin wnr t 
iJicra mr 

food."

The elastic character of the earth's 
^rust Is one of the most certain facts 
of observation; great areas rise and 
full under the action of varying pres- 
sures. It is, therefore, reasonable to 
suppose that the accumulation In pleis- 
tocene times of vast continental gla- 
ciers one or two miles In depth would 
exert such downward weight pressure 
as to cause a subsidence of the great 
areas affected. 

This seems to be borne out by a 
murked and very apparent rise of land 
In the northeastern section of the 
North Amerlcao continent, in com- 
paratively recent times. H. L. Fair- 
child, writing In Science, states that 
this area, covered by the latest Amer- 
ican ice sheet, tbe Labradorlan glacier, 
stood much below Its present position, 
relative to sea level, when the Ice 
sheet melted off, and that a slow uplift 
brought tho lnnd to its present alti- 
tude. This Is Indicated by tho pres- 
ence of the remains of sea animals 
and plants throughout Inland parts, 
by bench formations In pnrts now 
nway from the sea and general geo- 
logical considerations. 

The region of this recent rise of land 
extends from New Jersey to Iludsoa 
strait nnd ns far Inland as Wiscon- 
sin.

DEMANDS SKILL AND DARING 




"Ground Flying" the Most Dangerous 
Fest Which Air Fighters Are 
Called Upon to Perform. 

"Ground flying" Is perhaps the most 
exciting of all the aerial tactics la 
which the British airmen are instruct- 
ing their American pupils la northern 
France. It demands a high combina- 
tion j>t skill and daring, but it Is a 
game in which the British have during 
the past year won a marked superior- 
ity over the Germans. 

The training of "ground flying" pi- 
lots Is particularly thorough, and In- 
cludes much necessary practice In 
1 leaping hills, trees and telegraph poles, 
etc., In a manner which promptly 
leads the uninformed spectator to con- 
demn the airman as a reckless fool. 

But falling this practice the pilot 
would never acquire the skill and con- 
fidence necessary for this highly spe- 
cialised type of work.

HOW PARIS IS REGULATED 



Bread Shortage Affects the French 

More 8erlously Than Any Other 

Meat Scarce and Costly 
In Belgium. 

Paris.— All but «lx of the famous 
St Bernard dogs kept by the monks 
of that ancient monastery In the Alps 
huve been killed. Shortage, of meat 
caused by the war led to this mas- 
snore. 

The St. Bernard pass Is of historical 
renown. It connects the valleys of 
the Rhone and tbe Dora Baltea. It 
•va? traversed by Roman legions thou- 
sands of years ago. In medieval times 
the pass served the armies of conquer- 
or, and the bands of mercenaries. Na- 
poleon crossed the Alps at this point 
in 1800. 

The great monastery was hullt In 
the middle of the sixteenth century. 
H was maintained for the relief of 
travelers who w ere surprised by snow- 
storms while crossing the pass. The 
tft. Bernard dogs were used to find the 
frozen victims of the storms In the 
snowdrifts. They were specially train- 
ed for this work of relief and carried 
the first aid to the Injured In a little 
bt-sket attached to their collars. These 
dogs rescued thousands of human be- 
ings, many of whom were of historic 
prominence. And for the first time in 
the history of this famous monastery 
tSie dogs hnd to be slaughtered for 
want of food. 

Human Food First Interest 
At other times a report of this sort 
v-ould create profound Interest In 
Pari 8, hut at present the human race 
Is thinking of Its own necessities and 
cares less about dog heroes living 
ir.ore thun 8,100 feet above the surface 
of the sea. 

Today the people of France are re- 
stricted In the consumption of meat, 
bread or nny other article of food la 
the making of which dough or flour Is 
used, and sugar. There are three 
meatless days and to prevent nnyoiK 
buylag meat In advance the rule 
ktrlcts purchases to 200 grams 
meat on o dw^r prpccfKff(r"SjK*"»//i 



restrictions of this sort In the prov- 
:rces would he needless. French peas- 
ants eat little meat, once or twice a 
week at the most. If at all. 

The average Englishman consumes 
much less meat. England hnd three 
meatless days n week, applied to res- 
taurants and similar dlalng rooms, be- 
ginning In the summer of 1917. How- 
e/er, these meatless days were abol- 
Wied, the order taking effect May 17 
this year. In place of the former re- 
strictions a meat card was issued. 
Tliis card entitled the holder to a cer- 
tain amount of meat, which he may 
buy four specified days In the week. 
Englishmen are consuming about 
double the amount of meat eaten by 
the same number of Frenchmen nt 
present. 

French frugality in meat is thrj 
more remarkable as It Is accompanied 
by a similar and much more drastic 
restriction In the consumption of 
bread. "A Frenchman," according to a 
peace-time wit, "is n gentleman who 
wears a decoration and orders an ex- 



tra portion of bread." Bread has been 
the stuff of lire of the French people. 

Still France Is la a better position 
linn adjacent countries. Meat Is very 
scarce and costly !n Belgium. In Ant- 
werp one has to pay 20 francs for a 
round of meat and 30 francs for a 
pound of bacon. In Meerle. near Ant- 
werp, a butcher paid 2.625 francs for 
a two-year-old steer. Cows are sold 
for 5,000 and goats for 500 francs. 
Swiss Regulations Strict. 

At Val de Travers. Switzerland, two 
butchers were found guilty of having 
violated the government rnle regu- 
lating the price of calves. The butch- 
ers were fined 1,500 frnncs each, and 
will have to pay the cost of the trial, 
while 15 farmers, to whom the butch- 
ers hnd paid more than the maximum 
price allowed, were acquitted by the 
Jury. 

In the course of proceedings In the 
court It was shown thnt nn army of- 
ficer of the commissary department In 
buying cattle for the army had also 
;nld more than the maximum price 
nltted. Now the state's attorney 
16 going to prosecute the army officer 
for the same oflVnse for which the two 
butchers were found guilty. 

In Vienna ment rations for hotels, 
dining rooms and boarding houses 
e cut 20 per cent, beginning July 
Even ment supplies for hospitals 
e reduced 10 per cent This 
caused Increased prices.

the const. Its occupants had evidently 
seen something of Importance. Look- 
ing below, the observer of the hack 
machine saw a few miles from the 
Zeebrugge mole six little shapes which 
seemed stationary on the gray sea.

New York. — Showers of cigarettes 
fell from the skies on the American 
fighters driving the Germans out of 
the St. Mlhlel salient This fact was 
announced In a cablegram received by 
William J. Mulligan, chairman of the 
Knights of Columbus committee on 
war activities, at the United War 
Work Campaign headquarters. From 
American airplanes 20,000 packages of 
cigarettes were dropped into the hands 
of infantrymen and artillerymen press- 
ing forward in their victorious squeeze 
which dislodged the enemy from the 
stronghold they had held for more thaa 
three years. Each package .was 
e tamped "Compliments of tho Knights 
of Columbus." 

At the same time, cable dispatches 
announce, Y. M. C. A. workers on foot 
moved among the soldiers, handing out 
chocolates and cigarettes. 

Tho airplane service for distributing 
clgnrettes to the soldiers, while the 
battle was In progress and the ordi- 



nary foot or motor methods of reach- 
ing the men- In the front lines were 
unavailable, wns established by Mar- 
tin V. Merle of San Francisco, a K. 
of C. secretary, with the co-operation 
of an American airplane unit After 
the fight soldiers related how pleas- 
antly surprised they hnd beea when 
cigarettes dropped from on high.

pi* Should Guard Against "Droplet 
Infection" — Surgeon General Blue 
Makes Authoritative Statement 

"Washington, D, a— (Special.)— Al- 
though King Alphonso of Spain was 
one of the victims of the Intlnenzu epi- 
demic In ISJV3 and again this summer, 
Spanish authorities repudiate any 
claim to Influenia as a "Spanish" dis- 
ease. If the people of this country do 
not take care the epidemic will be- 
come so widespread throughout the 
United States that soon we shall hear 
the disease called "American" Influ- 
enza. 

In response to a request for definite 
Information concerning Spanish Influ- 
enza. Surgeon General Rnpert Bine of 
the U. S. Public Health Service has 
authorised the following official Inter- 
view: 

What Is Spanish Influenzal Is It 
something new? Does It come from 
Spain? 

"The disease now occurring In this 
country and called 'Spaulsh Inflnen- 
za' resembles n very coutaglous kind 
of 'cold* accompanied by fever, pains

What causes the disease and how Is 
it spread? 

"Bacteriologists who have studied In- 
fluenza epidemics In the past have 
found In many of the cases a very 
small rod-shaped germ called, after Its 
discoverer, Pfelffer's bacillus. In other 
cases of apparently the same kind of 
disease there were found pneumococcl, 
the germs of lobar pneumonia. Still 
others haTe been caused by strepto- 
cocci, and by others germs with long 
names. 

"No matter what particular kind of 
germ causes the epidemic, It Is now 
believed that Influenza Is always 
spread from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with the very small droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing or sneezing, 
forceful talking, aud the like by one 
who already has the germs of the dis- 
ease. They may also be carried abont 
In the air In the form of dust coming 
from dried mucus, from coughing and 
sneezing, or from careless people who 
spit on the floor and on the sidewalk. 
As In most other catching diseases, a 
person who has only a mild attack of 
the disease himself may give a very 
severe attack to others." 

What should be done by those who 
catch the disease? 

"It Is very Important that every per- 
son who becomes sick with Influenza 
should go home at once and go to bed. 
This will help keep away dangerons 
complications and will, at the same 
time, keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far aud wide. It Is highly 
desirable that no one be allowed to 
sleep In the same room with the pa- 
tient In fact no one but the nurse 
should be allowed In the room. 

"If there Is cough and spntum or 
running of the eyes and nose, care 
should be taken that all such dis- 
charges are collected on bits of gauze 
or rag or paper napkins and burned.

"Epidemics of Influenza have visited 
this country since 1647. It Is interest- 
ing to know that this first epidemic 
was bronght here -from Valencia, 
Spain. Since that time there have 
been nnmerons epidemics of the dis- 
ease. In 1SSO and 1890 an epidemic 
of influenza, starting somewhere In the 
Orient spread first to Russia and 
thence over practically the entire civ- 
ilized world Three years later there 
was another flare-up of the disease. 
Both times the epidemic spread wide- 
ly over the United States. 

"Although the present epidemic Is 
called 'Spanish influenza,' there is no 
reason to believe that it originated In 
Spain. Some writers who have studied 
the question believe that the epidemic 
come from the Orient and they call at- 
tention to the fact that the Germans 
mention the disease as occurring along 
the eastern front in the summer and 
fall of 1917." 

How can "Spanish Influenza" be rec- 
ognized? 

"There Is as yet no certain way In 
which a single case of 'Spanish influ- 
enza' can be recognized On the oth- 
er hand recognition Is easy where 
there Is a group of cases. In contrast 
to the onthreaks of ordinary coughs 
and colds, which usually occur In the 
cold months, epidemics of Influenza 
may occur at any season of the year. 
Thus the present epidemic raged moat 
Intensely in Europe In May, June and 
July. Moreover, In the case of ordi- 
nary colds, the general symptoms 
(fever, pain, depression) aro by no 
means as severe or as sudden In their 
onset as they are In Influenza. Final- 
ly, ordinary colds do not spread 
through Die community so rapidly or 
so extensively as does Influenza, 

"In most case* a person taken sick 
with Influenza feels sick rather sud- 
denly. He feels weak, has pains In the 
eyes, ears, head or back, and may do 
aom ail ovor, Mirny patients feel 
dizzy, somo vomit. Most of tho pa- 
tients complain of feeling chilly, and 
Willi this comes a fever In which the 
Umporrnturtr rises to 100 to 104. In 
rw#st mnt-n tho pulse remains relativo 
ly slow 

"In nw^rnwi on* Is struck by ths 
1nr% that I bo patient looks sick. His 
s-yes and tho Inner slrin of his eyelids 
msy l»o sIlKhtly 'bloodshot/ or 'c*m- 
gesi/td.' as the doctors say Thers 
may he ruriiiliiK front tho nose, or 
tii*r« w»y ho x/i/io cough. These sife-ns

lly, It Is advisable that such attendant 
wear a wrapper, apron or gown over 
the ordinary house clothes while In the 
sick room and slip this off when leav- 
ing to look after the others. 

"Nurses and attendants will do well 
to guard against breathing In danger- 
ons disease germs by wearing a simple 
fold of gnnze or mask while near the 
patient." 

Will a person who has had influenza 
before catch the disease again? 

"It Is well known that an attack of 
measles or scarlet fever or smallpox 
usnally protects a person against an- 
other attack of the same, disease. This 
appears not to be true of 'Spanish In- 
fluenza.' According to newspaper re- 
ports the King of Spain suffered an 
attack of influenza dnrlng the epl- 
lemic thirty years ago, and was again 
stricken during the recent outbreak In 
Spain." 

How can one guard against Influ- 
enza? 

"In guarding against disease of all 
kinds, It Is Important that the body be 
kept strong and able to fight off dis- 
ease germs. This can be done by hav- 
ing a proper proportion of work, play 
and rest by keeping the body well 
clothed, and by eating sulllclent whole- 
some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet It Is well to re- 
member that milk Is ono of tha best 
ail-around foods obtainable for adults 
as well as children. So fur as a dis- 
ease like Influenza Is concerned, health 
authorities everywhere reeogulzo the 
very close relation between Its sprend 
and overcrowded homes. While It Is 
not always possible, especially 
times like the present to avoid such 
overcrowding, pooplo should consider 
the health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the homo overcrowd- 
ing to a minimum, Tho vnluo of fresh 
air through open windows cannot bo 
over emphasized. 

"When crowding Is unavoidable, as 
In street cars, enro should bo taken to 
keep the fnco so tnrnud as not to In- 
hale directly tho air hreuthod out by 
another person. 

"It Is especially Important to be- 
ware of the person who coughs or 
sneezes without covering his mouth 
and nose. It also follows that ono 
should keep out of crowds and stuffy 
places us much as possible, keep 
homes, offices and workshops well air- 
ed, spend somu tlmo out of doors encb 
dny, walk to work If nt ail practicable 
In short, make -every possible effort 
io hreathu us much pura air as pos- 
sible. 

"In all health matters follow tho ad' 
view of your doclor and obey tho regu- 
lation* of your local and stats health 
officers,"

Diet for Weight Reduction. 

Fuel Is the main food requirement 
of the body.

So It is evident 
that the matter of keeping the body 
weight where you wish to have It is 
merely a matter of arithmetic, says 
Popular Science Monthly. 

Certain foods have an enormous fuel 
value in comparison with others. For 
Instance, it would require $9 worth of 
lettuce and tomato salad to furnish 
the amount of energy that 30 cents* 
worth of butter or 10 cents' worth of 
sugar would supply. No one would 
think of feeding exclusively on any of 
theso foods, but It Is easy to see that 
the limitation of butter nnd sugar and 
the Introduction of such foods ns let- 
tuce, towutoos, celery, carrots, spin- 
ach nnd fruits, nil of which have low 
fuel value, instead of fnts, milk, cream 
and oil, pastry and sweets, would enor- 
mously reduce the fat-forming ele- 
ments In tho diet and yet fill the stom- 
ach and satisfy hunger.

Ceremony of Boring Lobes Performed 
by Professionals After Consult- 
ing Fortune Teller. 

All the girls here wear ear plugs. 
They cannot enter society without 
them. As a maiden approaches the age 
of coming out, which Is usually at 
twelve or thirteen, her ears are bored, 
and the ceremony Is as Important to 
her as the first long dress Is to her 
American sister. 

The ceremony Is formal, and It must 
be done when the stars are propitious. 
The family consults the fortune teller 
for this occasion, and a big feast Is 
prepared. All the relatives and friends 
attend In their best clothes to witness 
the piercing. This is done by a pro- 
fessional earborer, who uses needles 
of pure gold for the rich and silver 
ones for the poor. 

When the exact moment has arrived 
the girl Is laid down upon a mat in 
the back of the room and her relatives 
hold her there while the earborer 
thrusts the golden needle through the 
lobe and twlBts It around Into a ring. 
This he leaves In the ear. The other 
ear Is treated likewise. 

While this Is going on the bands 
play, and afte/ it there is a feast. It 
takes the ear some time to heal. When 
It Is quite well the process of enlarg- 
ing the hole begins. The needle Is 
pulled back and forth until the sore 
heals. 

It Is then taken out and a little cyl- 
inder of finely rolled gold is pressed 
in. This is gradually opened from 
week to week, stretching the hole 
larger and larger— Burmnh Corres- 
pondence of the Cleveland Leader.

All Men Must Do War Work 

U. 3. Employment Service Serves Notice That Able Bodied 
Gtizens May Not Continue Working at Unnecessary Jobs.

Tho United States employment service Is "getting down to cases" In 
finding unskilled labor for essential war work. It has served notice that 
employment thnt Is simply personal service or for personal pleasure will not 
be regarded as war work. 

Also the employment service makes an appeal to automobile owners to 
release chauffeurs, whenever possible, and to consider well before they buy 
accessories for their machines, whether they need the work required to pro- 
duce them as much as the country needs It to help win the war. 

In an authorised Interview. Nathan M. Smyth, assistant director general 
of tho United States employment sen-ice, gives the program and purpose of 
that department as follows: 

"The community labor boards are charged with the responsibility of de- 
termining the methods which shall govern tho employment service in attempt- 
ing to recruit for war work men from Industries which are not directly con- 
nected with the prosecution of the war. The power to determine priority 
among industries and to close up nonessential Industries by shutting off sup- 
piles rests with the war Industries board. 

**Tbe United States employment service will follow the priorities de- 
termined by the priorities board of the war industries board, and the em- 
ployment service through all its agencies will keep In systematic and con- 
stant co-operation with the man power and material program. 

•"It is within tho province of each community labor board to list those 
nonwar Industries In Its .community which will first be called upon to con- 
tribute men to wnr work. 

"This does not mean thnt such Industries wltl be compelled to close up or 
to dlschnrge their mule employees at once.. but thnt with as much speed as 
may bo necessary to meet the national emergency, they will release male 
workers. 

"We may as well face the fncts. Much work essential to our program Is 
being seriously retarded by lack of unskilled labor. In this situation it Is 
obviously wrong to have able-bodied men continuing to sell candy, cigars and 
tike articles, to be doing work In shops and stores which might with reason- 
able effort on the pnrt of the employers be Intrusted to women, and to be 
dancing attendance In clubs, barber shops, soft-drink establishments, bowling 
alleys, dancing acndemles and clsewherev 

"Our war Industries nre suffering severely for lack of skilled mechanics. 
It therefore becomes a burden upon the conscience of every person who em- 
ploys a chauffeur to determine whether such employment Is necessary or 
merely for the gratification of personal pleasure. 

"Moreover, every owner of an automobile should realize that every time 
he spends five dollars for automobile accessories, supplies or repairs, he Is In 
effect determining whether the working energies of the country shall be de- 
voted to winning the war or to his own personal uses. 

"The time has come when, from the standpoint of conservation of labor, 
we must all of us limit our expenses to those things which are essential."

tion, especially during winter. 7n 
he 18 months preceding Janunry. 1918. 
the price of meat or beef scrap has 
ji creased 100 per cent, while, In some 
places. It has been difficult to secure 
.t at all. tanking It advisable to use 
wmethlng in place of this feed. To 
Ind satisfactory substitutes wns the 
»bject of experiments conducted by 
the poultry specialists of the depart- 
ment Rations for laying hens con- 
taining peanut meal, soy-bean meal 
ind velvet-bean meal have been used 
irtth good results since the first of 
November on the government poultry 
Sarin. 

Half of the beef scrap normally fed 
n the mash has been replaced by these 
feeds, making the ration as follows: 
i scratch mixture of two parts crack- 
id corn and one part oats, and 
i mash of nine parts cornmeal, 
Ive parts middlings, fonr parts bran, 
two parts beef scrap, and two parts 
jf either peanut meal, soy-benn menl, 
■| or velvet-vetch meal. AH of these 
pnrts are by weight A similar ra- 
tion containing cottonseed meal hns 
been fed with good results for over 
jne year. The percentage of protein 
n these feeds was as follows: Beef 
tcrsp, 50 to 55; soy-benn meal, 44; 
Mttonseed meal, 38; peanut meal, 28; 
ind velvet-bean meal, 19. 

The ngg yield for tho first three 
nonths hns been fairly good with all 
if these feeds, but not qulto as good 
is hns been secured from the use of a 
normal nmoutit of heef scrap. The 
ttlghest <>ttg yield wns secured from 
:he pennut menl; nenrly ns good re- 
mits from the soy-hcan menl, hut only 
l fnlr ojrg yltlfl from tho velvet-bean 
neal.

New Faces, Including Cheeks, 
Noses, Lips Jaws, Provided 
In Great Hospitals of Paris 

Some miracles of modern surgery 
are being performed at a hospital In 
Paris. The surgeons here, writes a 
correspondent, have become sculptors 
In human flesh. They reconstruct a 
man who otherwise would have to go 
through life hideously ugly, but who Is 
able to leave the hospital practically a 
normal man. A man whose face had 
been blown away by a shell has a new 
nose and lips grown for him ; new chins 
are no longer a matter of comment 

TBe simplest method Is that of re- 
moving a scar. An Incision Is made 
jjjHyhe arteries bound up ; then a piece 
of «ln Is cut from another part of 
the body and the surgeon's scissors clip 
It to the desired shape, and very speed- 
ily the scar disappears. 

To construct a nose a piece of gris- 
tle Is removed from the region of the 
ribs and "put out to nurse." as the 
surgeon describes it, under the skin of 
the forehead. The gristle continues to 
live, and when all Is ready the sur- 
geon, roraoves It and the protective skin 
and skillfully manipulates knife and 
scissors until a new nose Is put in Its 
place. The lower portion of the organ 
Is sewn to the upper Up and skin re- 
moved from the thigh Is used to cover 
up the scar on the forehead. 

A man who could not eat because be 
had no lower jaw was given a new 
one constructed from his hip bone. 
New lips are provided with flesh re- 
moved from the ueck ; broken bones In 
the cranium are removed and fresh 
bones put In their plnce and kept there 
by a few metal supports. A soldier 
who had lost his upper jaw, lips, 
cheeks, palate, nose and mouth came 
to a hospital to ask for a new face be- 
cause he wished to visit his mother, 
lie was accomodated with new cheeks 
nnd Hps, and In a comparatively short 
time he had the rest of his new face.

Issued by the Massachusetts State De- 
partment of Health. 

To keep well, keep clean. 
Wash your bauds before each meaL 
Don't go to crowded places. 
Avoid the persou who saeczes. 
Smother your cough in your handker- 
chief. 

Keep out of dirty restaurants. 
Warmth is necessary. Bo well 
clothed. 

Soda is unnecessary. Why run the 
risk of infection from a dirty glass] 

Safety lies in boiled dishes. 

A common towel is oaly for filthy 
people.

Sleep well. Eat well. Play welL 

DON'T WORRY. 

Instructions to Nurses. 

Practise what you preach — keep 
clean. Isolate your patients. 

When in attendance upou patieats, 
wear a mask which will cover both the 
nose aad mouth. Whea tbc mask is 
oace in placo, do not handle it. 

Change the mask every two hours. 
Owing to the scarcity of gauze, boil for 
1-2 hour and rinse, then use the gauze 
again. 

Wash your bands each time you come 
in contact with the patient. Use bi- 
chloride of mercury, 1-1,000, or Liquor 
Cresol compound, 1-1,00, for hand disin- 
fection. 

Ohtain at least seven hours' sleep in 
each twenty-four hours. Eat plenty of 
good, clean food. 

Walk in the fresh air and sunshine 
daily, if possible. 

Sleep with your windows open in all 
weather. 

Insist that the patient cough, sneeze 
or expectorate into cloths "that may be 
disinfected or burned. 

Boil all dishes. 

Keep paients warm. 

Instructions to Householders. 

Keep out of the sick room unless at- 
tendance is necessary. 

Do not handle articles coming from 
the sick room tmtil they are boiled. 

Allow no visitors, and do not go vis- 
iting. 

Call a doctor for all inmates who 
show signs of beginning sickness. 

The usual symptoms are: inflamed 
and watery eyes, discharging nose, 
backache, headache, muscular pain, and 
fever. 

Keep away from crowded places ouch 
as "movies," theatres, street cars. 

See* to it that your children are kept 
warm and dry hoth night and day. 

Have sufficient fire in your home to 
disperse the dampness. 

Open your windows at night. If 
cool weather prevails, add extra bed 
.clothing. 

Instructions for Workers. 

Walk to work if possihle. 

Avoid th% person who coughs or 
sneezes. 

Wash your hands before eating. 
Make full use of all availahle sun- 
shine. 

Do not use a common towel. It 
spreads disease. 

Should you cough or sneeze, cover 
nose and mouth with a handkerchief. 

Keep out of crowded places. Walk 
in the open air rather than go to 
crowded places of amusement. 

Sleep is necessary for well-being — 
avoid over-exertion. Eat good, clean 
food. 

Keep away from houses where there 
are cases of influenza.

How to Remove Oil Stains. 

To remove oil stains, from leather 
and paper, etc., apply pipe-clay pow- 
dered and mixed with water to the 
thickness of cream, and leave It on for 
four honrs. This will not injure the best 
colors. For boards, marble and other 
stones make a strong solution of car- 
bonate of potash and water and add as 
much unslaked lime as it will absorb. 
Then stir It together and let it settle 
a few minutes ; bottle it and cork tight- 
ly Have some water ready to dilute 
It when used aad scour the part with 
it. Don't leave the solution too long 
on the boards or it will draw the color 
out of them.

FOR_PRESERVING ; 

Food Administration Explains 
How Supply Can Be 
Obtained 

JAMS NOT FAVORED 

UNDER NEW RULES 

(Boston Herald, Aug. 25) 

A, O. RaUbeaky, assistant food ad- 
ministrator for MaMAchusetts, and 
Bdward Wlggle»worth, manager of tha 
sugar department of the administra- 
tion, have completed arrangement* 
wb«r«by the people of thia state may 
obtain enough rtigar to enahle them 
to carry out the request of the federal 
food adminlfttartlon to preserve veg- 
etables and fruit harvested this year. 

To prooure tugar for preserving and 
canning, r»rtaln rules and regulations 
moat be observed. 

Rulea Governing Plan 

The food adminittratlon yesterday 
laaiKd these instructions ; 

To procure sugar for home canning 
and preserving, proceed as follows: 

1— Apply to your county food ad- 
ministrator, or his local representa- 
tive, for one of the new "sugar per- 
mits for home canning," stating how 
many pounds you need up to ih 
pounds and how many pounds you 
have on hand for all purposes. If you 
have had any previous cards, state 
bow many. 

i — Do not ask for such a permit un- 
til a few days before you actually 
need the sugar. 

8 — State the nature aad quantity of 
the fruit or vegetables you wish to 
preserve, and whether It is home- 
grown or to be purohased. 

4— Furnish any further Information 
that the county or local food adminis- 
trator may require. 

6 — When you receive the card, fill 
out both halves legibly and complete- 1 
ly and take it to your regular «rooer,i 
regardless of whether he la In youri 
county or not. 

I — Cards will only be issued to, 
those whom the county food adminis- 
trator or bis loeal representative be-; 
•Uevea will use the sugar properly' 

and the right is reserved to refuse; 
any application. 

7 — Additional cards may be ob-: 
tained where actually required. 1 

Jams Net In Paver 
t — No cards will be given out at the 
State House. 

• — Do as much canning and pre-', 
serving as possible, but do it with a 
minimum amount of sugar. Putting 
Up Jellies and jams is not favored, as 
the proportion of sugar necessary is, 
larfe compared with the amount of 
frttjts preserved. 

i& — Do not attempt 'o obtain a can 
ning sugar permit in order to get sug- 
ar for other purposes. The penalties 
for abusing these permits are severe, 
and every pound wrongly used is one. 
pound less for our army in Dorope 
and our allies. 

II — These rules are effeotlve Aug- 1 
K. 1918, and supersede all previous 
announcements. Slight modlflca- 
ti.ons may be neoessary, but in gener- 
al the plan will be effective until Oct 
1 or later.

Presh fruits and green vegetables 
used freely In the diet will out the 
demand for very sweet desserts. • 



Serve very ripe, sweet peaches, 
pear* and figs without the addition of 
sugar, or with oream whipped up with 
a little white syrup or honey. 



For dark cakes, and cbooolate, oof- 
fee, or caramel ice orearo use half 
and half sugar and molasses. For light 
cakes and light oreams use half and 
half sugar and white syrup. 



Fruit canned without eugar can be 
sweetened later by opening and re- 
heating with sugar, sorghum, molas- 
ses, sugar cane syrup, white syrup, 
beet syrup, honey or maple sugar. 



Fruits can be preserved lu grape 
Juice or apple juice in place of a sug- 
ar syrup. Extract the Juice from 
very ripe fruit and boil down to one- 
half the volume to form a thin grape 
•r apple syrup. 



If sorghum syrup and eugar cane 
■yrup is sealed to prevent fermenta- 
tion, it will prove a good winter 
sweetener. Well made oane syrup 
can he used to take the piaoo of sugar 
even in coffee. 



Syrup made by reducing thetfulcaof 
grr pes, apples or pears to one- seventh 
of the original volume oan be used 
In preserving, in canning or on the 
table to replace sugar to a great ex- 
tent. 



All fruits oan be canned successful- 
ly without sugar for future Jelly mak- 
ing, pie filling aad marmalades. Oan 
in hot water, in heir own Juice, or 
the oonoentrated juice of apples, pears 
or grapes. 



If fruit is allowed to become soft 
ripe on the trees it will acquire 
enough sugar on Its own acoount to 
make it very palatable for canning 
without sugar. Where fruit is abun- 
dant, oan ripe fruit in its own Juloe.
